This Morning. 
SENATOR KENNA OF WEST VIRGINIA 
ALSO SUCCUMBED TO DISEASE.

The Soldier and statesman of Massachu- 
setts was Called Suddenly—His Life a 
Busy One to Its Olosing Day—Part He 
Has Taken in Making American His- 
tory—Career of the Stricken Vir- 
ginian. 


WasuHiIneson, D. C., Jan. 11.—Gen. Benja- 
min F. Butler is dead. He died at 1:30 a. m. 
of heart failure superinduced by an attack of 
pneumonia. The news came upon the watch- 
ing newspaper men of Washington during 
the night with the suddenness of an electric 
shock. For weeks past their attention had 
been centered on the bedside of James G. 
Biaine and while watching the strange 
features of his mystertous iliness, no one had 
for a moment anticipated that another iead- 
ing figure in American history—almost as 
notable and even more picturesque— was 
about to be removed. An hour oi two later, 
whenthe shock of this unexpected occur- 
rence was added, ne news that death had 
ended the sufferings of West Virginia’s 
tenator, Mr. Kenna, it was felt that the 
night had been fruitful of events. 

Gen. Butier’s home in Washington in late 
‘years, since he turned over to government

During the present winter a case which 
had been decided against him in the highest 
court of the State of Massachusetts, and 
from which he took anappealto the United 
States Supreme Court, has demanded his al- 
most constant residence in this city. 

ACTIVE TO THE LAST. 

Every Monday when the decisions were 
rendered Gen. Butler’s familiar face had 
been observable in the front rank of the at- 
torneys in attendance. A few weeks ago the 
case was decided against him. If he took 
the matterin any wayto hearthe did not 
manifest it in his outwarddemeanor. He 

pursued his other cases with unim- 
paired vigor. Only yesterday mis 
marked features and his broad 
brimmed hat were conspicuous in the Su- 
preme Court of the district sitting in general 
term. An old’ litigation over a claim of 
Samuel Strong, stuce dead, in which Gen. 
Butler was tenaciously fighting for a legal 
fee which he alleged was due from the 
estate was on the docket. Counsel asked the 
Coug to put the case down for hearing this 
week to accommodate Gen. Butler, as it 
might not be convenient for the latter to at - 
tend later in the term. The Court was obliged 
to refuse the request, as other important 
cases had the precedence.

Gen. Butler came over from New York on 
Friday last. He was taken ili on the train, 
vut recovered and no premonitions of his 
sudden death manifested themselves. There 
had been some apparent increase of feeble- 
nessin his gait recently, but not more so 
than might be expected from his advanced 
age, 74. This was partly due to his increas- 
ing bulk and the fact that he had exception- 
ally small feet and weak ankles upon which 
to support so heavy a weight. His faculties 
remained unimpaired. He went to 
the War Department after leaving 
the court in the afternoon, look 
ing after some business, and during the day 
took a severe cold, which later developed 
into pneumonia. Nevertheless he sat down 
to dinner at his home with his accustomed 
 “oheerfulness and afterwards sat chatting 
with tne members of the household, The 
duet of sudden death was one upon which 


nao had frequently spoken and he had pre 
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th > .cortrary he bad said frequently he would 
‘pre ‘er to go suddenly, rather than to linger 
and ener. He spoke of Mr. Blatne in this 
conneciicn and asked how he was. Being in- 
formed that he was holding his own, he re- 
‘plied: ‘‘Mark me, tie will outlive us all yet. 
BUTLER’S PUBLIC CAREER. 
It is that part of Gen. Butler’s history

1, Mass., about 1823. The lad 
attended the Lowell High School and the Ex- 
eter Academy, and was graduated at Water- 
ville College, Maine, in 1888. After pursuing 
a course of legal studies he was admitted to 
the bar in 1840 and begin practice at Lowell. 
He became a prominent civil as well as the 
most success criminal lawyer in Massa- 
chusetts, even often opposing a verdict after 
it had been given. On one occasion whena 
Lowell mill-owner refused to pay a girl’s 
wages he placed an attachment on the mill - 
wheel, so that they were glad to come to 
terms. In 1844 he married Miss Sarah, the 
daughter of Dr. Hildreth. 

While devoting his attention successfully to 
the business of his profession he found time 
to interest himself actively in military and 
political affairs. As a member of the State 
militia he has passed through all the grades 
from the lowest to the highest. 

ENTERS POLITICAL LIFE. 

Almost as soon as he began the practice of 
law he acquired a lively interest in litics, 
and became a strong Democratic advocate. 
In 1853 he was elected a free-soil- Democratic 
member of the Massachusetts State Legisla- 
ture, and became the leader of his party. 
He was especially prominent in forwarding 
the bili to reduce the hours of labor in fac- 
tories from thirteen to eleven, and his wordy 
battles with O. P. Lord, the Whig leader, 
form part of the history ofthe Stats. 

He next became the coalitionist dele- 
gate to the constitutional convention, 
and was again prominent. 
the know-nothing 
1855, he opposed the new party, and when 
Gardner disbanded the Irish companies he 
resisted, thereby losing his Colonel’s com- 
mission inthe militia. He was, in 1857, ap- 
pointed Brigadier-General of Militta and the 
next year acted as counsel in the Burnham 
contempt case and fought it with great 
vigor. Inthe fall of 1838 he was elected to 
the Senate by the Conservatives. In 1859 he 
was nominated for Governor of Massachu- 
setts on the Liberal ticket, but he was beaten 
by Briggs. 

In 1860 the split took place in the Demo- 
cratic party, when Gen. Butler opposed the 
pro-slavery clique in both the Charleston and 
Baltimore Presidential Conventions, yet 
voted fifty-seven times for the nomination of

HIS WAR RECORD. 

When the rebeilion broke out he headed 

the Massachusetts three months’ volunteers, 
and commanded the camp at Annapolis, 
April 25, 1861, andthe department April 27. 
He warned the Maryland rebel Legislature 
not to hold their session under pain of ar- 
rest. He retook the Relay House, May 
5, and captured the noted Winans steam 
gun, May 10. On May 16 he was appointed 
Major-General of the United States volunteers 
andgwas serenaded at Washington. He had 
previously, May 13, reduced Balti- 
more to qniet and obedience fto the laws. 
He became commander of the  depart- 
ment of Virginia, May 18, and assumed com- 
mand at Fortress Monroe on the 23d., It was 
while at thig port that he made his famous 
point in regard to runaway slaves, refusing 
to send such slaves back to thelr owners, on 
the ground that they were property contra- 
band of war. He received fugitive slaves 
as contraband, May 29, 1861. His forces 
were engaged at Big Bethel, June 10, but he 
did not command in person. He was the 
military commander at the capture of Fort 
Hatteras, Aug. 29, 1861, after which he 
organized the. N x 7 , 
He arrived at Ship Island March 20, and at 
New Orleans May 1. 1862, and wes appointed 
commander of the Gulf. He reduced 
that rebellious city to at least quiescent 
‘loyalty, and made a reputation that will last 
forall time. After conquering the yellow 
fever as well as the people, he resigned his 
command to Gen. Banks, Dec. 15. 1862. He 
was presented by Congress, at the request of 
the President, with one of the captured 
swords of Gen. Twiggs. He received a grand 
ovation at Baltimore, Feb. 19, 1863, and/after- 
ward addressed a large meeting in New York 
in favor of the President's abolition procla- 
mation. 

In November, 1863, he was placed in com- 
mand of the department of Virginia and 
North Carolina, and in the winter conceived 
the project of attacking Kichmond from City 
Point and Bermuda Hundred, a project which 
he entered upon by occupying that peninsula 
in May, 1864. Here he aided the movement of 
Gen. Grant upon Petersburg. He was 
ordered to New York during the presidential 
election of 1864, and in December of that year 
he was sent against Fort Fisher, his expedi.- 
tion proving unsuccessful. He was subse- 
quently relieved of his command, and at the 
close of the war was mustered out of the 
United States service. He served in 
the State militia some years after the 
war, holding at one time the position of 
Major-General, an office which was abolished 
onthe reorganization of the militia in 1878, 
Gen. Butler was elected to Congres from the 
Fifth District in 1866 asa Republican, re- 
ceiving a re-election for three successive 
terms, and serving from March 4, 1867, to 
March 3, 1875. Inthe ‘election of 1874 he was 
defeated by Hon. Charles P. Thompson, 

In 1876 Gen. Butler, having returned home 
to Lowell, again entered the lists as a candl- 
date for Congress of the Republican party, 
and was elected, receiving 12,100 votes to 
9.379 for John K. Tarbox (Democrat) and 
1,955 for E. Rockwood Hoar (anti-Butler Re- 
publican). f 
A MEMBER OF MANY PARTIES. 

Having failed as a Democrat to be elected 
Governor, and as a Republican to get nomi- 
nated, Gen. Butler, in 1878, decided to run as 
an independent or Butler candidate. He first 
secured the Greenback nomination. Next 
came the Democratic convention at Wor- 
cester, to which a large numberof Butler 
delegates had been elected. The Butler men 
went to Worcester on the afternoon of Sept. 
17, and finding that the old liners in control 
of the State Committee were exceeding- 
ly hostile to their candidate, they 
planned to steal a march, In the 
gray dawn of the following morning 
they arose early and repaired to Mechanics’ 
Hall. This was locked, but a ladder was pro- 
cured, entrance effected, the delegates let in 
and the convention organized, with Richbar 
S. Spofford, Jr., as President. Gen. Butler 
was then nominated. The Democrats put in 
nomination Judge Josiah G. Abbott, the Re- 
publicans Thomas 1 albot, and the Prohibi- 
tionists Rev. Dr. Miner. The result of the 
election was that Talbot secured 134,725 votes; 
Butler, 109,486; Abbott, 10,162; Miner. 1,813, 
and all others 97. leaving Gen. Butler 
just 25.290 short of an election. 
In 1879 the General made another attempt to 
secure the coveted seat. He first got the 
nomination of the Greenback Labor rty; 
next, the nomination of the Butler mo- 
crats,’’ so called, and lastly that of a con- 
vention of ‘‘Independent Republicans.“ 
The Republicans nominated John D. Long, 
the ‘‘silver-tops’’ John Quincy Adams, and 
the Prohibitionists Danie! C. Eddy. As the 
result of this election Gen. Butler lacked 13,- 
602 votes ofan election, receiving 109,149 to 
122,751 for Long, 9,989 for Adams, 1,645 for 
Eddy and 108 for all others. 

In 1880 Butler was again a candidate and 
was again defeated. In 1881 he was not nom- 
inated. In 1882 the Democratic party united 
upon him for the first time and he was nom.- 
inated as the regular Democratic candidate. 
He recetved also an independent nomination 
and was elected, being the first Democrat to 
hold the office of Governor since Gaston held 
it in 1875, and only the second since Gov. An- 
drew took the position in 1861. While Governor 
Mr. Butler cleansed the departments of many 
of the abuses that had grown up under long. 
continued Republican misrule, The sensa- 
tion of his term was the exposure of the 
Tewksbury alms-house infamy. where a state 
of things was found to exist that was a uls- 
grace to civilization. Ihe following year 
Butler came up as a candidate for re-elec- 
tion, but he was beaten by George D. Robin- 
son, 

In 1884 he was the candidate of the Green- 
backers and anti-Monopolists for President, 
and received 183,825 votes. He was atthe 
time of his death 7% years of age. During the 
latter years of his life he had devoted his 
time to the praetice of law, and was counsel 
in many cases Of importance before the 
Supreme Court. Gen. Butler has justly been 
9 2 as one of the most able expounders 
of international law of the American bar.

He had laid on nis bed but a few moments, 
however, when his heavy breathing again 
called alarm. Mr. Ianier Dunn, his nephew 
by marriage, who resided in the same house, 
started out in search of medical assistance. 
It was fully fifteen minutes before he could 
secure aid, and then when he returned with 
Dr. Luce, the assistant of Dr. Rayne, the 
family physician, it was seen thatthe Gen- 
eral was already in extremis. The doctor 
so informed the two nieces, Miss Stevens and 
Mrs. Dunn, who were at the bedside, and 
death ensued almost immediately. 

The end was apparently painless and, ac- 
cording to the doctor’s certificate, was 
— t about by heart failure, superin- 
duced by an acute attack of pneumonia. 

Telegrams announcing Gen. Butler’s death 
were sent to his surviving children. He was 
in the 74th yearof hisage atthe time of his 
death. His daughter, Mrs. Gen. Ames, is at

JOHN E. KENNA. 


THE SENATOR FROM WEST VIRGINIA DIED THIS 
MORNING. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 11.—Senator John 
EK. Kenna of West Virginia died at 3 o’clock 
this morning of heart disease, from which he 
had been for some years an acute sufferer, so 
much so that for a long interval he had been 
compelled to abandon his duties as Senator 
and to forego all mental exertion. TWO sum- 
mers ago, with a view of diverting 
his mind from his physical condition, 


he established an amateur  boat- 
builder’s shop and busied himself in the 
mechanical operation of constructing a boat. 
He partially recove and resumed his seat 
in the Senate, where he made one memora- 
ble speech, which was remarkable both for 
its length and its vigor, but he soon suffered 
a relapse from which he never rallied. His 
sufferings during the last few months of his 
life from heart ee were so poignant that 
to himself as well as to his family death must 
have been looked upon as almost welcome, 


Senator John E. Kenna. 


John Edward Kenna was dorn in Kanawha 
County, Va., now West Virginia, April 10, 
1848. He was left fatherless at the age of 8 
years and moved with his mother to Mis- 
sourt, where he worked on a farm in summer 
and in winter was employed digging coal. 
At the age of 16 bh en- 
listed in the Second Missouri Confed- 
erate cavalry and followed the fortunes of 
the Confederacy to the end. He was wounded 
in the shoulder and 


between scouting parties, but kept up active 
service Guring Gen. Price’s retreat from 
Missouri in 1864, carrying his bruises and 
bandages in this march with fortitude. 

At the close of the war he returned to his 
native Kanawha, and was employed for a 
time in a salt furnace, saving from his earn- 
ings enough money toacquirean education. 
Throngh the kindness of Bishop Whelan of 
West Virginia, he was admitted to St. Vin- 
cent’s College at Wheeling, where he fin- 
ished his studies. In 1868 he studied 
law in Charleston, W. Va., and 
was admitted tothe bar in June, 1870. He 
rose rapidly in this profession and in 1872 
was elected Prosecuting Attorney of Kanawha 
County, and in his four years’ service in this 
capacity he won distinction by his conduct of 
important cases defended by the ablest law- 
yers in the State. 

He was elected to§Congress as a Democrat 
against strong opposition and entered the 
House of Representatives at an extra session 
in October, 1877, being the youngest man in 
that body. Here he distinguished himself by 
his ability and won theadmiration of his 
associates by his speeches on financial and 
economic issues. He served four 
years the branch of 
Congress and 8 was elected 
to the Senate and re-elected in 1889, being the 
youngest menrber in that body. His services 
in the Senate have been marked by the same 
qualities which characterized his service in 
the House. As his public duties would per- 
mit, he maintained his connection with the 
bar and in chancery practice involving rail- 
road and other corporate litigation. 

His death at this time willadd a new feature 
to the Senatorial contest now in progress be- 
tween the supporters of his colleague, Sena- 
tor Faulkner and ex-Senator Camden, who 
are contending for the Senatorship now held 
by Mr. Fauikner, which will expire on March 
4next. Mr. Kenna’s Washington residence 
was on Capitol Hul, at 130 B street, North- 
east, and it was there he died.

from the breath of *scandal. If Mu. Ribot 
should fail to explain to the satisfaction of 
the Chamber the reason of the changes hav- 
ing been made in the Ministry, the Royalists 
will interpeliate Bim on the subject. 
The leaders of th@ Royalist party in 
the Chamber of Deputies came to this 
decision at a meeting held last evening. 
They will also take occasion ito ask why the 
reconstruction of the Ministry was not made 
thorough. The royalist members have shown 
greatly increased activity during the past 
twenty-four hours and the authorities ap- 
pear to be in possession of some new and 
im portant information as to their purposes. 

In deference to the Overwhelming public 
demand for a further reconstruction of the 
Ministry, M. Ribot to-dag hada lengthy con- 
versation with Admiral Gervais, chief of the 
Department of Marine d Colonies, in re- 
gard to his accepting the Ministry of Marine 
and Colonies in place of M. Burdeau. 
Admiral Gervais, it is said, hesitates about ac- 
cepting the place under these circumstances, 
He will give an answer tuis afternoon. The 
appointment of Admiral Gervais would be 
highly popular, andit is suggested that it 
would tend to counteract any feeling of dis- 
trust on the part of the Czar toward the re- 
public, the Czar having a high personal 
opinion of Admiral Gervals. 

M. Ribot’s decision to aceept M. Burdeau's 
declination of the Ministry of Marine caused 
a decided improvementinthe situation. M. 
Burdéau himself appreciates the public prej- 
udice against the ua 


and presented bis d@ecijination to M. Ribot. 
With M. Budeau out of the Cabinet, it is be- 
lieved there will be no difficulty in the Cabi- 
net oDtaining the confidence of the Cham- 
ber. It is stated that the announcement that 
M. Burdeau had been deSignated as Minister 
of Marine was simply to give him an oppor- 
tunity ofa voluntary declination. When this 
declination was first announced it was not 
credited, but it is ascertained now that Mu. 
Burdeau has formally retired and will not 
appear again. 

' CARNOT’S HAND. 

There is no doubt that President Carnot 
was the mainspring in the reconstruction of 
the Ministry. There is a general feeling of 
relief at the downfall of a Cabinet so feeble 
that it was unable to stop the in- 
cendiary provocations of the anti- 
Semitic and revolutionary press. 
It may be noted as a curious coinci- 
dence that twoof the most ardent candi- 
dates forthe Presidency of the republic, M. 
de Freycinet and M. Floquet, have irre- 
trievably tallen, while M. Cassimir-Perier, 
alsoa recognized candidate, has raised his 
position in the face of all mischances likely 
to ruin his prospects. The Panama Canal 
agitation seemsto have been profited only 
by President Carnot, whose integrity is such 
that he cannot be suspected of the most in- 
direct encouragement of the exposures. 

When the Chamber met yesterday M. Flo- 
quet’s friends, seeing that the opposition to 
his re-election to the Presidency of the Cham- 
ber was insurmountable, wisely withdrew 
his name and M, Cassimir-Perier was chosen 
presiding officer. Floquet’s career as 
a public man seems to have 
suddenly closed. As to Freycinet 
the Gaulois to-day accuses him of having 
been implicated with Baron Reinach and 
Cornelius Herz in swindling a man named 
Wenzel, who had invented anew railway 
brake, out of his patent. Wenzel died 
mysteriously on the day when he received 
a check for 500,000 francs from Herz. On the 
same day Reinach died. 

SAUSSIER AND GERVAIS, 

he announcement that Gen, Sausster was 
to remain on the active list as Military Gov- 
ernor of Paris after passing the age of retire- 
ment is construed as an indication thatj the 
Government means tO be prepared for 
any emergency. Gen. Saussier is considered 
the most reliable man in the army and would 
be invaluable in the event of public aisturb- 
ance. With Saussier and Admiral Gervais on 
the side of the Government there need be no 
fear of the royalist or imperialist plotters. 

Admiral Gervais is one of the best known 
French naval officers of the present day. He 
served as a midshipman at the Crimea, 
afterward went to China and saw 
some service, was later stationed 
for some time on the east coast of Africa, 
and during the Franco-Prussian war com- 
manded the first army of naval fusiliers, 
especially distinguishing himself in several 
engagements. 

The Admiral is 54 years Ofage, and of great 
vigor, but a little taciturn and somber in his 
disposition. 

NO BARRICADES BUILT. 

All the efforts of the Anarchiststo get the 
Faubourgs into the streets have proved 
fruitless, and Gen. Saussierhas not had to 
lay the merciless hand of the army on to the 
mob of Paris. Nightly forten days past the 
dead walls of the city have been placarded 
with prints inciting the Reds to riot. But all 
these efforts have failed . 

The huge garrison in Paris is composed al- 
most entirely of young peasants from Brit- 
tany, N and Picardy, and whose 
rifies itch to teach the blouses of Montmartre 
and Belleville a lesson. 

‘This isthe dominant fact in the situation, 
there is very little likelihood that bloodshed 
will be invited by the mob unless matters 
grow worse than they are to-day.

De Lesseps was questioned closely 
as to the relations of the American Panama 
Committee to the company. He said that 
12,000,000 francs had been placed at the dis. 
posal of the American committeemen and had 
been used by them for the best interest of the 
company. Whenaskedif this sum was not 
rather large for the purpose for which it was 
applied, Charles De Lesseps replied: 

Their assistance was valuable, and I 
would have arranged the expenditure of a 
still larger amount had it been necessary to 
accomplish this purpose.“ 


FOREIGN NEWS. 


Consul Hanna Slighted by Gen. Crespo 
at LaGuayra. 

CARACAS, Venezuela, Jan. 11.—American 
residents are excited over the events whicn 
occurred in connection with the New Year’s 
ball which Gen. Crespo gave at Casa 
Amarilla. It was a grand  afrair, 
and was attended by 2,000 per- 
sons, United States Consul Hanna at La 
Guayra was the only representative of a for- 
eign government not invited. Crowinshield 
of the United States cruiser Kearsarge, upon 
learning of the slight to Consul Hanna, took 
the Kearsage away from La Guayra so that 
none of the officers invited could attend the 
ball. 

The Supreme Court has annulled the con- 
cessions under which Andueza Palacio gave 
a French syndicate a monopoly in the Guay- 
ana,Orinocoand Rio Negras rubber districts. 
The syndicate was accorded by Andueza the 
sole privilege of exploring these districts and 
marketing their products. 

Before his departure for Maracay Gen. 
Crespo gave new proofs dally of his desire to 
pursue a conciliatory policy. His mag- 
nanimous spirit was shown by his release 
from prison and appointment to a Govern- 
ment position of a son of Gen. Casana’s. 
Gen. Crespo also granted to Mrs. Casana the 
right to collect the rents for her husband’s 
estate. 


STRAINED RELATIONS. 

VALPARAISO, Jan. 11.—An independent 
observer, who has just returned from Bue- 
nos Ayres, says that there is a strong feeling 
of opposition to Chill throughout 
Argentina. This hostility is. fostered 
by persons who have failed to 
get contracts from those now in 
power. They oppose the present Govern- 
ment and desire ment trouble, hoping in 
the end to enrich themselves. There is grave 
danger of a revolution in Argentina. 
Politicians of all classes in Ar- 
gentina, he says, are corru pt. 
A number of prominent Chillans 
were interviewed in regard tothe story about 
opposition to this country in Argentina. 
They say there is not the least ground for the 
assumption that Chili wishes to give Argen- 
tina cause for hostile acts. Chill desires 
to work in a peaceable manner to im- 
prove the condition of all South American re- 
publics. Nothing further is known concern- 
ing the entanglement growing out of the 
alleged alliance between Chill, Brazil and 
Paraguay. Denials of the existence of such 
an agreement have been sent to the Buenos 
Ayres, Washington and European legations. 


FOR FREE TRADE. 

HAMILTON, Ontario, Jan. 11.— Hon. Wilfred 
Laurier, leader of tha opposition in the House 
of Commons, was banqueted by the Hamilton 
Young Men’s Liberal Club last night. In his 
address Mr. Laurier said that he believed the 
result of the last presidential election 
showed the great success of free trade, and 
predicted that free trade only could place 
Canada on an equal footing with the United 
States. Unrestricted reciprocity or free 
trade in natural products with the countries 
to the south was what Canada most 
wanted at presentand he believed were the 
Liberal party in power could be obtained. 
The speaker characterized asa farce the at- 
tempt made by the present government to 
secure unrestricted reciprocity -with the 
United States. 


LOST A LOAD OF SILVER. 

DURANGO, Mexico, Jan. 11.—A burro loaded 
with $5,000 worth of silver bars is roaming at 
large in the mountains around the town of 
Pueblo Neuvo, if he has not been relieved of 
his valuable burden by robbers. This burro 
was one of a train of animals loaded with 
silver bars at the Animas mine, a few days 
ago, and started forthis city. On the way 
here the burro wandered unobserved away 
from thetrain. All efforts of the drivers and 
guards to find him have proved futile. The 
search is still being conducted with vigor.

Archbishop Corrigan Denounced in Strong 
Language—‘‘Assassins of Character, 
“Plotters” and Conspirators Some 
of His Epithete—Fr. Lavelle Defends 
His Superior—The Religious World. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 11.—Rev. Dr. John Conway, 
editor of the St. Paul Northwestern Chronicle, 
arrived in this city yesterday en route to 
Europe. Fr. Conway is notthe bearer of 


“Archbishop Ireland’s charges against Arch- 


bishop Corrigan, Fr. Lavelle, Fr. Ferranti 
and others, for the very good reason that the 
disposition of these charges, thatis, as to 
the tribunal before which they shall be tried, 
rests with the papal ablegate, Mgr. Satolll. 
Fr. Conway's trip is simply a vaca- 
tion. He is a veritable young Irish giant, 
but he looks as brainy ashe isbrawny. The 
interviews in the morning papers from 
Bishop Hogan of Kansas City, Bishop 
McWade of Rochester, Fr. Lavelle of New 
York and Editor Conde Pallen of St. Louis, 
recently on the ecclesiastical ‘ ‘conspiracy,’ , 
moved the young priest to make a statement 
dealing with the remarks of these gentle- 
men. Here is what Fr. Conway had to say: 
J have read very carefully the astounding 
revelations made last Sunday. To say that 


they have caused the most widespread. sen- 


sation of the past quarter of a centry is to 
put it mildly. The whole country stands 
aghast at the shocking propagandism which 
was taking place from New York. For motive 
and for method it is as diabolical a plece of 
Machaivelism as has ever disgraced the 
pages of history. Aman holding one of the 
highest positions in the Catholic Church, 
ostensibly the friend of that church and of 
its head, tried to discreait the Pope’s own 
representative and to reverse the broad- 
minded policy ofthe Holy Father in refer- 
ence to the Catholic Churchin this country. 

What is my proof of the existence of such 
a conspiracy? Archbishop Corrigan’s own 
letter written to a church layman. When the 
letter was photographed and published it 
took away all possibility of denial onthe 
part of the New York conspirators. There is 
his own handwriting, there his own signa- 
ture. It was a conspiracy against the Church, 
a conspiracy against the Pope, a conspiracy 
against Archbishop Satolll, a conspiracy 
against honest men, a conspiracy against an 
enlightened policy, against the spirit and 
harmony of the United States. And the 
honest man who received §Arch- 
bishop Oorrigan’s letter felt no more 


bound to keep it from the newspapers than 
he would to conceal the existence ofa plot to 
assassinate respectable citizens. The con- 
spiracy was a plot to kill men’s characters, 
to overthrow an enlightened policy and to in- 
jure church and country. It was a curious 
time—two days before Christmas, the season 
of peace and good will—fora Christian Bish®p 
to write his letter of moral assassination. 
He may talk about charges being preferred 
against him in Rome. I am not concerned 
about that. I am concerned about the fact 
that he wrote with his own hand a letter

ELECTRIC LINES TO THE SUBURBS. 


Report That the Missouri Pacific Will 
Build One—The Howard Road. 


Suburban residents who are never free 
from the anxieties and delays incident to 
railroad travel to and from their homes 
are eagerly discussing just now 
the question of suburban electric 
transit. Itseemsthatthe profit of such a 
scheme dawned on several local speculators 
and a number of schemes were gotten up. 
Two companies succeeded in get- 


ting franchises for a right of way through 
the desired territory. One company was 
backed by the Heman Construction Co. and 
in the other Mr. Thomas Howard and um. 
T. Anderson were interested parties. 
The latter company obtained a franchise 
from the city and the former obtained a 
county franchise. Mr. Heman after- 
wards retired from this road and 
went over to the Howard company who 
announce that they will begin building as 
soon as the weather permits. They con- 
template carrying passengers from Taylor 
avenue to Webster for 5 cents. 

In the midst of this 
somebody sprung a rumor that 
the Missouri Paci Rallway intended 
building an electric ‘adjunct to its road to 
handle its suburban traffic. The com- 
pany are reported to have leveled off along- 
side of its tracks and were all ready 
to begin work as soon as a franchise was ob- 
tained. it was argued insupport of the 
company’s action that the income from 
suburban travel was too great to be given up 
to a rival. 

Chief Engineer May ofthe Missouri Pacific 
system, when questioned about the matter, 
was extremely reticent, and all that could 
be gathered from him was thatasfar as he 
knewthe road had no idea of building an 
electric adjunct into the suburbs. 

Mr. Thomas Howard, when asked if he had 
heard anything of the railroad’s rumored 
plans, said he had not, nor did he antict- 
pate any such movement on their 
part. The company /mever manifested 
any opposition to our obtaining 
the franchise and their attitude has been 
rather friendly all along. We shail begin 
building operations on our system as soon as 
the weather is more open.’

CHOLERA IN HAMBURG. 


Reappearance of the Fest on Board a 
Vessel in Port. 


HAMBURG, Janr 11.—An investigation into 
the cases of cholera that developed on 
board the Spanish steamer Murclano 
at this port from New Orleans shows 
that when the steamer arrived here she had 
good drinking water on board. A few days 
after her arrival Antonio Siso, 
one of her crew, had a vio- 


lent attack of shivering, which was 
atfirst attributed toa cold. While the Mur- 
ciano was lying ice- bound inthe river another 
ofthe crew named Jose Dios was attacked 
in asimllar manner.

ACCUMULATED GAS-FIRED WITH TER- 
RIFIC FORCE. 


But One Man Escaped to Tell the Fate of 
His Companions—Distressing Soenes 
as the Charred Bodies Were Brought to 
the Surface—The Cornwall Calamity— 
Casualties. 


DENVER, Colo., Jan. 11.—Anorder reached 
Denver late to-night for twenty-seven coffins 
from Como, Colo., onthe Denver and South 
Park division of the Union Pacific. The 
Union Pacific own and operate coal mines at 
King, Colo., four miles from Como, where 
they employ 200 miners. Yesterday after- 
noon a premature explosion occurred in one 
of the chambers where twenty-eight miners 
were at work. The shock killed twenty- 
seven of the men, only one escaping, he 
being nearthe entrance. Their bodies were 
not recovered until midnight, and on account 
of thefr blackened condition only part of the 
twenty-seven were recognizable. The names 
of the recognized are:

The sole survivor among the men in the 
fatal chamber was James Carmossonl. 

Half a dozen other miners are missing and 
may beintheruins. Very little damage was 
done to the mine, but it will be kept closed 
until the State inspector arrives to-morrow. 

The miner who escaped injury was work- 
ing by himself at the time at the far end of 
the slope and was saved by his fortunate 
position. He says the explosion was terrific. 
He was thrown prostrate, but was unhurt, 
and made no delay in running out ofthe 
tunnel to the surface, many times stumbling 
as he ran over the fallen bodies of miners. 
His escape seems a miracle. 

The explosion was heard in ali parts of the 
mine and the miners, numbering over one 
hundred, hurried to the surface. The news 
of the accident spread like a flash over the 
little town of King and rescuing parties at 


once organized. Atelephone call for assist- 
ance was alsosentto Como, Danger was to 
to be feared from the gas yet remaining in 
the mine, but adventurous leacers braved 
the way and were heroically followed by 
miners and citizens. 

The twenty-seven bodies Were found in the 
chamber where the premature shot ex- 
ploded, or in its immediate vicinity. Evi- 
dently the victims were killed outright by 
the explosion, or were knocked senseless by 
the shock and asphyxiated by the deadly 
ases. 

The bodies were found in all sorts of ag- 
onizing positions, in many instances lying 
crossed or Clasped together. 

The slow work of carrying the dead to the 
surface was then commenced. Meantime 
the shaft was surrounded by crowds 
of women and children, the 
relatives of the miners. The 
heartrending scene may be imagined when 
body after body was brought out and laid by 
the side of the others and the work of identi- 
fication commenced. There are about 300 
people at Kings and the heads of 
all of the. families were employed in the 
mines, which give work to about 200 men. 
The room in which the explosion occurred 
has been sealed up and will not be opened 
until the State Inspector of Mines, who left 
here this morning, arrives at the scene of the 
disaster. 

CORNWALL MINE DISASTER. 

LONDON, Jan. 11.—lt was found late last 
night that severalof the men supposed to 
have drowned in the flooded mine escaped 
alive. Thetotalnumber of the missing is 
now nineteen. It is believed that the dis- 
aster was caused by a miner's blasting a 
hole which tapped the old workings. Survi- 
vors report that the in-rush of water 
sounded like peals of thunder and was fol- 
lowed by arushof wind which extinguished 
all the lights. Thecriesof the men during 
the mad rush for the ladders were heart- 
re ding. Many of the miners had narrow 
escapes. The pumpsof the mine are now 
completely choked and several weeks must 
elapse before the mine can be drained. 


ATE DISEASED PORK. 

ALMA, Wis., Jan, 11.—The family of Jacob 
Ringen, living six miles from town, is re- 
ported as being sick with trichinosis. The 
mother died about two weeks ago, but as she 
had been sickly for months, nothing was 
suspected, though all were sick at the time. 
Yesterday her daughter, aged 16, died, and 
as the symptoms were suspicious, a micro- 
scopic exaniination of the pork was had, 
which revealed traces of trichin. A plece 
offiesh taken from the girl’s arm proved to 
be infected. Mr. Ringen and his 6-year-old 
boy show symptoms of trichinosis and it is 
feared that one or two other persons who 
ate the pork may be affected. 


FATAL TRAIN WRECK. 

MCKEESPORT, Pa., Jan. 11.—Last evening 
about 6 o’clock a Baltimore & Ohio local 
freight ran away On a heavy grade and 
dashed into a coal train just ahead, Killing 
Fireman Brown of the local freight, and 
two Drakemen who live in rata 
land.

Another meas- 
ure was to repeal the Drabell act and 
establish the system of electing one 
director fromeach ward of the city. At 
present the board is composed of seven 
diretors at large and one from each district, 
the districts embracing two wards each.“ 

Whois movingtin this matter?’’ the re-

AN ALLEGED RACER. 


A Horse the Subject of a Suit in the 
United States Court. 

An appeal was filed in the United States 
Court of Appeals this morning in the case of 
C. E. McCauley against J. X. 
Hazlewood. The suit originated in 
the Indian Territory in the 
neighborhood of Muskogee, where Hazlewood 
was the lessee of a tract of land 120 acres 
inextent. The plaintiff alleged that he had 
sublet this property from Hazlewood, but 
that he was revented from tak · 
ing possession. azlewood stated that 
he had agreed to sublet the land to McCauley 
in return for a horse which said McCauley, 
represented to be of such astonishing speed 
that if trained as a racer it would 
carry off all the stakes in the coun- 
try. This splendid animal was said to 
be from the Red Buck stock. Relying 
upon MeCauley’s representations, he agreed 
to give up the ground in return for the horse, 
and at once prepared for his attack upon the 
racing purses of the county. But it was soon 
made manifest that the alleged Red Buck 
equine was not the possessor of any 
bucklike qualities, but wason the contrary 
most deliberate in its movements, and ut- 
terly incapable of rivairy with the slowest 

Hazlewood upon this discovery re- 

to surrender the land and 
offered to return the racer that 
could not race. McCauley declined to 
receive the animal and while the contro- 
versy was in progress the horse became 
weary ofthe exertion of living and quietly 
and deliberately gave up the ghost. The 
lower court refused to eject Hazlewood from 
the land in contest and from this decision the

A Statement From the Opposition to the 
Conduit Movement That Looks Uncan* 
did—C harles Sutter Convicts the Law- 
yer of Insincerity Out of His Client’s 
Mouth. 


William H. Thompson will be the agent of 
the wire combines at Jefferson City employed 
to beat the State bill. Mr. Thompson is one 
of the most plausibie, suave and active law- 
vers that ever appeared in a capitol looby at 
a critical moment. He is one of the regular 
attorneys of the Bell Telephone Co. He is 
the attorney-at-legislation, and , Henry 
Hitchcock is the attorney-at-law. He 
is, moreover, a large stockhoider in the 
Missouri Electric Light and Power Co. and 
so has a personal interest in the fight on the 
bill. It is by his advice that the Bell company 
and the Missouri have begun an active show 
of eagerness to get under ground so as to 
mislead the members of the Legislature as to 
théir intentions, 

Mr. Thompson spent the two first days of 
this week in Jefferson City, looking at the 
Situation. He was seen to-day and inter- 
viewed regarding the companies’ plans. At 
the beginning hedenied that he had been 
paying any attention to legislation in Jeffer- 
son City. ‘‘Il wasin Jefferson City last week 
to argue some cases in the Supreme Court, 
he said, and had no notice of any under- 
ground bill being introduced; in fact 
I was about as much surprised as any- 
one else when I heard of the action. 
It was very singular that the bill should be 
introduced before the organization of the 
Senate so no one could have anticipated any 
legislation of the character introduced by 
Senator Stone. It was quite unusual and 
very unexpected. My visit to Jefferson Oity 
yesterday was to attend the inauguration of 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor, as any 
other citizen of St. Louls. 

— THE MISSOURI’S MOVE. 

What objection have the telephone com- 
pany and electric light companies to the 
bill?’’ 

Tam unable to state if there is any objec- 
tion to the billornot. Ihave not seenit. I 
do not know any of its provisions. Iam quite 
well satisfied that so faras the electric light 
com panies are concerned that the 
law wil be. unnecessary. I am in- 
formed that the electric light compa- 
nies have asked permission of the 
city authorities to occupy the streets under | 
their contracts and to put the wires under 
ground. It remains entirely with the Board 
of Public Improvements representing the 
city toconsent to this arrangement. They 
will undoubtedly consent if public opinion ts 
in favor of the dangerous wires being taken 


off the streets. Ithink * will agree with 
me that there will nothing left in 
Mr. Stone’s bill if the electric wires 
are put under ground except the question of 
the unsightly wires. Itis well known that 
the telephone and telegraph wires are harm- 
less; neither carry sufficient electric current 
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we Will enter into a 
souri to the 


to cause any injury to any person or prop- 
erty; there is no danger to human life and no 
danger to fires from such wires.“ 

„Why does the telephone company insist 
apes the question being controlled by the 
city?’ 

**‘Under the law of 1889, the State has 
granted the power to the city of St. Louis to 
authorige the use of the streets, alleys and 
public places for conduits for telephone, 
telegraph and electric light companies. This 
law is construed to mean that each of these 
companies should apply for a permit tooc- 
cupy the streets. 

AN ATTACK ON SUTTER. 

There is no power given by the State to 
any other corporation to occupy any ofthe 
public streets for such purposes. Thecity of 
St. Louis did grant an ordinance authorizing 
a conduit company, a mere private corpora- 
tion, to occupy the streets for the purpose of 
laying a conduit. This company spent a 
xreat deal of money, and it is a well-known 
fact that a conduit was laid; but 
when the ordinance was examined 
it was found that the conduit was 
constructed, but there is no authority on the 
part of the company to use it, for the simple 
reason that the law never authorized a pri- 
vate corporation to occupy the public streets 
and to charge toll. ‘ihe Conduit Oo. is ex- 
actly like the case of the Anheuser-Busch 
Brewing Co. 's rallroad. You will remember 
thatthe city passed an ordinance authoriz- 
ing the brewing company to build a raliroad 
along the public streets of the city. The 
company commenced the construction 
of its railway and were i enjoined 
by a property owner, and the 
injunction was made perpetual by Judge Dil- 
lon on the theory that the ordinance was in- 
valid because it simply granted the power to 
a private corporation to occupy the public 
streets ofthe city. The Underground Service 
Co. is nothing more than a private corpora- 
tion, Organized under the general business 
laws of the State to operate a conduit and sell 
the use of the streets forthat purpose. This 
could not be done.“ 

A CLAIM OF GOOD FAITH. 

Did this Underground Service Co. ever op- 
pose the Bell Telephone Co. in obtaining the 
consent of the city to build a conduit?’’ 

It certainly did. You will remember that 
a meeting was held before the Committee of 
the Council, composed, I think, of Mr. Hor, 
ton, Mr. Andersonand Mr. Flesh. After fix- 
ing the time for a consideration of the bill we 
were met by Mr. Mortimer F. Taylor and Mr. 
Sutter in opposition tothe Dill. Their argu- 
ments were printed in the newspaper 
at the time the bill was pend- 
ing. I never knew how the com- 
mittee stood upon it, but I understood that 
there were some amendments suggested by 
Mr. Horton which the company was perfectly 
willing to accept; in fact I 822 th 
amendments in accordance with his sugges- 
tions. Tou will remember that at this time 
the Council was divided by the combine and 
the anti-combine that existed. There was 

racticahy a long period of time ssed be- 

ore any legislation was had and the com- 
pany thought that by reason of the differ- 
ences that existed in the Council there could 
be no legisiation adopted. 

BUYING A FRANCHISE. 

In the meantime we made an examina- 
tion of Mr. Taylor and Mr. Sutter’s franchise 
and found out that we could purchase it for 
$60,000. It was then owned bya lot of Chi- 
cago men and parties here, After negotiat- 
ing for some time I finally secured an option 
upon the franchise, including all the bonds 
and stock. They were all in the

The movement for opening the Indian 
Territory is taking practical shape. The 
Board of Trade of Guthrie, O. T., 
has invited other boards of trade in cities 
interested in the matter to send representa- 
tives toa convention to be held at that 
place on the 18th of this month for the 
purpose of organizing a combined move- 
ment in favor of the Territory opening. 
President Anderson of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change has acted promptly on the invita- 
tion apd has appointed a delegation to rep- 
resent this city. ‘ 

The primary object of the Guthrie con- 
vention is to take immediate steps to 
secure the opening of all the lands west of 
Oklahoma proper now in process of 
negotiation. The fact that the treaty for 
the sale of the Cherokee Outlet expires if 
not ratified by the present Congress made 
haste imperative. It is not to be 
expected, therefore, that this copven- 
tion will be as strong in numbers 
and influence as the importance of the 
matter to the West and Southwest calls 
for. It will serve, however, to do the 
most effective work now possible for the 
settlement of pending negotiations and to 
start the great campaign for the industrial 
and commercial conquest of that great 
blank space, the Indian Territory. 

This hastily planned convention should 
be utilized as the basis of something 
better. It should formulate a call for a 
greater convention representative of all 
cities and States interested in the Territory 
opening to establish a permanent organ- 
ization for the promotion of that object, 
As the metropolis of the Southwest and 
the city most deeply interested in its suc- 
cess, St. Louis is the place in 
which to hold the convention and 
the initiative step should be made by St. 
Louisans. The St. Louis delegates should 
goto Guthrie prepared to submit a plan 
for a general convention to be held in this 
city, and invite representatives from every 
interest involved. 

The opportunity to place on foot a move- 
ment the triumph of which would mean 
so much for St. Louis must not be neg- 
lected. N

The election of Edward Murphy, Jr., as 
United States Senator from the great State 
of New York is another argument in favor 
of the election of Senators by the people. 

The analogy between these elections and 
the quadrennial election for President is 
fruitful of suggestion. The Electoral Col- 
lege was designed to take from the 
people the right of choosing their own 
chief magistrate and place it in the hands of 
certain wise and experienced citizens who 
would use their own discretion in selecting 
men to fill the highest offices in the land. 
It was thought that better presidents 
would thus be assured and the office 
would not be at the mercy of the fool 
multitude’’ which would choose unfit and 
unworthy officers. But as a matter of 
fact the wisdom and discretion of the 
electors were never exerted. They are 
mere dummies who register the will of the 
people. And experience conclusively 
proves that the people are better able to 
transact their own business than is a body 
of men in each of the States who were ex- 
pected to be better and trustier than their 
sovereigns. 

But the Democracy has not asserted itself 
thus emphatically in selecting Senators. 
That duty is still performed by the Legisla- 
tures as the President was to be chosen by 
the Electoral Colleges. The influence of 
the people is often not felt as in 
the case of the wonderful New 
York brewer. The Legislature is con- 
trolled by the caucus which 
is controlled by the committee which is 
controlled by the boss. Sometimes the 
boss is himself controlled by the railroad 
and other powerful money interests and 
the consequence is that the Senator is 
often an attorney for some great corpora- 
tion instead of a servant of the people. 
The popular will which overrides that of 
the Electoral College is not potent with 
legislators. 

A reform can be brought about either by 
custom or by a change in the constitution. 
The former was adopted in Illinois when 
Senator Palmer appealed direct to the peo- 
ple, and the Legislature obeyed the popu- 
lar mandate as do the Presidential Elect- 
ors. But the better way isto place the 
power directly and formally with the 
voters, where it will be beyond the reach 
of sinister and corrupting influences. It 
is not material, however, how the reform

NEW BILLS INTRODUCED. 

Senator E. F. Stone of St, Louis has intro- 
ducedtwo billsof general interest. One is 
inthe form ofan amendmentto our anti- 
quated and unjust libel law. There is no 
probability that there will be any opposition 
to the proposed change, the justice aud need 
of which are not in question. 

Another bill in Senator Stone’s possession 
makes Saturday a half holiday after 1 o’clock 
p.m. This measure, if passed, will ma- 
terlally affect negotiable paper and the bank- 
ing business generally. 

Representative Geruez of St. Louis intro- 
duced a dil to-day making radi - 
cal changes in the Ryan primary 
election law and the laws governing the 
present system of revision and review. It 
aims tocreate a Board of Election Commis. 
sioners, consisting of three Democrats and 
three Republicans with the Recorder of Voters 
asthe presiding officer to vote only when 
thereisatie. It abolishes the Board of Re- 
vision and makes the Election Commission 
manage the same work. A remuneration of 
$5 per uayis allowed for every day that each 
commissioner serves. It also requires 
that a deputy recorder’s office be opened in 
each precinct for a week before the registra- 
tion is closed. The board is given the same 
power as that extended the Board of Revis- 
ion. 

This measure gives the sole power of re- 
vising the registration liststo the Board of 
Election Commissioners. It does away with 
the Board of Revision. 

Attorney W. H. Phelps ofthe Missouri Pa- 
cific is here wearing the same anxious look 
that he always assumes during sessions of 
the Legislature. He is looking for trouble in 
the House over the 2-cent-a-mile passenger 
bill, but even if it is passed there the railroad 
lobbyists will not be seriously alarmed, They 
always rely on defeating suca measures ia 
the Senate. 

The Grocers’ Association of St. Louls are 
pushing a bill to amend the act entitled 
‘*garnishments.’’ The law at present ex- 
empts thirty days’ wages of every head ofa 
family residing la this State. The proposed 
legisiation provides that, upon debts created 
for actual necessaries of life furnished, one- 
half ofthe property of the debtor, irrespec- 
tive of exemption and homestead allowed 
under existing laws, shall, be subject 
to just claims of creditors when established 
by the judgment of a court of justice of com- 
petent jurisdiction, and also affords suitable 
means for making the provision effectual, 
having due regard for the rights and protec- 
tion of debtors.

A resolution was introduced requesting the 
Council to pass an ordinance to compel street 
cars to reduce speed while passing 
school buildings. Supt. Long asked 
that the following increase of 
school accommodations be provided 
before Sept. 1: Benton School, 4 additional 
rooms; Attucks, 8; Wheatley, 6; Cote Bril- 
liante; 6; Marquette, 12; Riddick, 3; Dozier, 
4; Rowe, 4; Adams, 2; Arlington, 2; Irving, 2; 
Lowell, 4; Jackson, 2; Oharless, 2; shaw, 4; 
Garfield,4. Mr. Long also asked thata new 
school-house be built between the Irving, 
Blair, Penrose and Spring Avenue schools.

TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 11.—The rival houses 
ofthe Kansas Legislature have been in con- 
tinuous session in Representative Hall since 
their organization yesterday.

Blankets were brought aada joint bed was 
made up for them behind the Speaker’s desk, 
where they enjoyed more or less undisturbed 
repose. The other members of the two 
Houses were less fortunate, being obliged to 
sleep in chairs, on the floor, or in any nook 
or corner not otherwise occupied. 
During the night the Republicans 
prepared & memorial to the Gov- 
ernor signed by sixty-four members, who 
had certificates of election from the State 
Canvassing Board, certified to by the Secre- 
tary of State, setting forth that they, a ma- 
jority of two of the whole number of mem- 
bers, had participated in the Republican 
Organization, and petitioning him to recog- 
mize that body as the legally constituted 
House. This communication was taken to 
the Governor at midnight, and he was 
aroused and accepted the document, 
but told the committee presenting it 
that he had no statement to make. 


Among the signatures to this document was 
that of James Wilson, the independent 
member, whose position up to that time had 
been uncertain. At7o’clock this morning 
the members began to arouse themselves and 
to cast about for breakfast. Sandwiches and 
coffee were served in the cloak rooms, and 
then began a three-hours’ wait for the as- 
sembling of the Senate. 

Both Houses were called to order simul- 
taneously at 10 a’clock by the respective 
Speakers. Mr. Douglas, the Republican 
8 ker, made a short address, expressing 
the hope that the members would maintain 
quiet and preserve order. Mr. Dunsmore, 
the Populist Speaker, addressed the Populist 
House atthe same time,so that neither he 
nor Mr. Douglas could be well understood. 
He made remarks to the same effect and out- 
talked Mr. Douglas. 

The Republicans adopted a concurrent 
resolution providing for a joint committee of 
the House and Senate to wait upon the Gov- 
ernor and inform him that both Houses were 
in session, ready toreceive communications 
from him, The Republicans then closed the 
legislative day of Tuesday and ad- 
journed until 10:15 o clock this morning.

The Populists 
did nothing except await the return of their

This was the plan counseled by the conserv- 

ative members of the Populist House, who

lhe Senate met at 10 o’clock, and after the 
usual routine husiness adjourned until 2 
o’clock this afternoon, declining to receive 
the committee from either House. 

While this condition of affairs obtained the 
two Houses were still holding their respect 
ive forts in Representative Hall, waiting 
action by the Senate upon their concurrent 
resolutions. At 11 o’clock the committees re- 
turned and reported that the Senate had ad- 
journed and had declined to receive them. 

n the two Houses lapsed againintoa 
pe of impatient waiting. The Populists 
at 11:16 o’clock adjourned their legislative 
session of Tuesday and began the legislative 
day of Wednesday. 

The action by the Senate in declining to 
recognize the Populist House upsets the Pop- 
ulist plan to force the House squabble to an 
issue. The developments up to this time 
have been kaleidoscopic in their changes, 
and there is no telling what particular phase 
of the situation the next turn of the wheel 
may present. 

Tunmbdiately after the adjournmenof the 
Senate the Populist Senators went into cau- 
‘cus to consider farther the status of the two 
Houses. 

It was decided that the Senate had before it 
no evidence as to the legality of the organi- 
gation of either House, and that it could, 
consequentl recognige neither.

An Old Lady’s Experience in Her Search 
for What She Thought Due Her.
